Not Eve* a member »f A«y Chirch. 


There is a story going the rounds 
of tbs press that a Rev. Charles Conk- 
ling, of Wooster, an aged minister of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, died 
at that place in the county infir- 
mary. Wben questioned about tbe 
matter by THE AGE Rev. Dr Toland 
said: 


'•The man referred to was not a 
minister, never was, and was not even 
* member of any church. In his eir- 
HT life he had been a member and 
minister of another denomiuation but 
hart given up both for a different life 
long before bis death. A Methodist 
minister took pity on him in sickness 
and gave him a decent Christian bur- 
ial, just as they do in thousands of in- 
stances for persons who may have ig- 
nored or even cursed the church most 
of their lives. Bi.t all tbat is over- 
looked in the unfair and false meth- 
ods adopted by the hater of the 
church and all good, who. himself.will 
growl after he is dead if some minis- 
ter or church don't pay bus funera!
